Napolean 
B  a  n  a  p  a  r  t  c, 
squeezed  by  Eu¬ 
ropean  power  pol¬ 
ities  and  pressed 
for  cash  even  as 
you  and  I,  sold 
Louisiana  to  the 
United  States  in 
a  truly  king-sized 
real  estate  trans¬ 
action.  Jean  La- 
fitte,  that  bucane- 
er  of  bucaneers,  ran  down  the  Jolly 
Roger  long  enough  to  help  defend 
the  area  against  the  British.  Andrew 
Jackson,  “Old  Hickory,”  won  the  bat¬ 
tle  of  New  Orleans  after  the  War  of 
1812  was  officially  ended.  The  mint 
at  New  Orleans  was  itself,  as  we  shall 
see,  the  scene  of  other  episodes  in  the 
colorful  history  of  Louisiana  and  New 
Or'eans. 

The  first  European  to  explore  Lou¬ 
isiana  had  been  that  peripatetic  Span¬ 
iard  Hernando  deSoto  during  his 
fruitless  quest  for  gold.  He  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  LaSalle,  who  came  down 
the  Mississippi  River  in  1682  to  claim 
the  area  for  France.  Efforts  were 
made  by  the  French  to  establish 
colonies  as  a  part  of  their  master 
plan  to  confine  the  English  to  the 
Atlantic  coastal  area  by  settling  along 
the  St.  Lawrence  and  Mississippi 
rivers.  New  Orleans  was  founded  in 
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1718  by  Jean  Baptiste  Bemoyne  and 
named  for  the  then  Regent  of  France. 

Known  later  as  the  Crescent  City 
because  it  grew  along  a  curve  in  the 
river.  New  Orleans  was  described  in 
1721  as  being  "a  place  of  a  hundred 
wretched  hovels  in  a  malarious  wet 
thicket  of  willows  and  dwarf  palmet¬ 
tos,  infested  bv  serpents  and  alligat¬ 
ors."  Despite  this,  the  next  year  saw 
it  made  the  capital  of  the  vast  expan¬ 
se  of  French  Louisiana.  In  these  early 
days  the  population  was  largely  com¬ 
prised  of  persons  of  the  wildest  char¬ 
acter  —  deported  galley-slaves,  trap¬ 
pers,  gold  hunters,  city  scourings,  and 
riff-raff  sent  as  soldiers. 

Increased  river  commerce  caused 
the  town  to  grow  as  the  years  went

by,  though  fire  destroyed  most  of  it  in 
1788.  A  few  years  later,  sugar  became 
a  basic  industry  and  a  source  of  fur¬ 
ther  growth  and  prosperity.  By  1792 
the  population  was  aproximatelv 
5,000,  including  slaves.  The  houses 
along  the  river  were  bounded  by 
what  is  now  known  as  Canal  Street, 
North  Rampart,  and  Esplanade. 

In  the  meantime,  ownership  of  the 
area  had  passed  to  Spain.  A  gover¬ 
nor,  Carondelet,  was  sent  to  the  sta¬ 
tion.  He  ordered  the  building  of  a 
number  of  forts,  one  of  which  occup¬ 
ied  the  site  of  what  was  later  to  be 
that  of  the  United  States  Mint.  This 
fort,  called  St.  Charles,  was  located 
at  the  intersection  of  Esplanade,  Bar¬ 
racks  Street,  and  Bayou  Road.  The 
only  exit  was  via  a  drawbridge  let 
down  over  the  deep  surrounding 
moat  and  leading  to  Barracks  Street. 

The  story  of  the  Louisiana  Pur¬ 
chase  is  one  of  the  most  interesting 
chapters  of  our  national  history,  but 
so  well  known  we  won’t  repeat  it 
here.  Suffice  to  say  that  the  United 
States  doubled  its  territory  through 
the  fifteen  million  dollar  purchase  in 
1803,  courtesy  of  Napolean,  after 
France  had  regained  the  area  in  1801. 
New  Orleans,  by  then,  had  grown  to 
some  10,000— mostly  French  Creo¬ 
les  and  their  slaves. 

Major  General  Andrew  Jackson, 
before  going  to  the  plains  of 
Chalmette  to  fight  the  battle  of  New 
Orleans  in  the  War  of  1812,  camped 
at  St.  Charles.  Here,  too,  the  troops 
held  a  final  review  and  were  loaded 
into  boats.  In  the  battle,  they  dealt  a 
severe  defeat  to  the  British,  W'ho  lost 
2  O'V)  of  9.000  troops. 

The  fort  was  dismantled  about 
1822  and  the  moat  partially  filled. 
Congress  on  March  3,  1835,  estab- 
,;shed  branch  mints  at  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina,  for  the  coinage  of 
gold;  at  Dohlonega,  Georgia,  for 
coining  gold;  and  at  New'  Orleans 
for  coinim'  go’d  and  silver.  The  may¬ 


or  and  city  council  of  the  latter  city 
offered  the  site  formerly  occupied  by 
Fort  St.  Charles  as  a  location  for  the 
mint.  It  was  accepted  June  19,  1835. 

The  cornerstone  for  the  new  build¬ 
ing.  which  was  to  be  280  feet  long 
and  three  stories  high,  was  laid  in 
September  of  1835.  A  large  structure 
of  some  40.000  square  feet,  it  was 
built  of  bricks  and  river  mud,  cover¬ 
ed  by  stucco  and  granite.  Erection 
was  upder  the  supervision  of  the  ar¬ 
chitect.  William  Strickland.  Sickness 
and  other  difficulties  delayed  com¬ 
pletion  until  1S38,  with  operations 
beginning  March  8  of  that  year. 

The  personnel  included  David 
Bradford  as  superintendent  and  a 
treasurer,  a  coiner,  an  assayer.  a 
melter  and  refiner,  two  clerks,  and  a 
number  of  workmen.  Brawn  was 
used  for  the  minting  until  the  first 
steam  boiler  and  steam  press  were 
used  in  1843.  Meanwhile,  an  epidem¬ 
ic  of  yellow  fever  had  caused  the 
plant  to  suspend  operations  during 
the  summer  of  1839. 

The  Louisiana  mint  had  the  dis- 
'  met  ion  in  1838  of  striking  the  first 
branch  mint  half  dollar.  That  first 
year  also  saw  the  production  of 
dimes  and  half  dimes.  Other  denom¬ 
inations  were  struck  as  the  years 
went  by:  1839  $2.50  gold,  1840  sil¬ 
ver  quarter  and  $5.00  gold.  1841 
$10.00  gold.  1846  silver  $1.00,  1849 
$i  00  gold,  1850  $2.00  gold,  1851 
silver  three-cent,  and  1854  $3.00 

gold. 

We  might  insert  a  sidelight  here. 
In  1847,  Longfellow’  wrote  his 
touching  “Evangeline”  based  upon 
the  forced  movement  of  many  French 
Ac-’dians  to  Louisiana. 

In  January  of  1861.  the  mint  was 
taken  over  by  the  state  of  Louisiana 
preceding  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
War.  Operations  were  carried  on  by 
it  with  the  same  officials  until  March 
31  when  the  government  of  the  Con¬ 
federate  States  of  America  took  cus- 
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tody.  Treasury  records  show  that 
something  over  $200,000  in  bullion, 
was  taken  over  and  was  converted 
into  U.  S.  coins.  With  no  source  of 
metal  supply,  minting  ceased. 

Though  the  Confederacv  had  plans 
for  striking  its  own  coins,  they  large¬ 
ly  did  not  materialize.  However,  in 
1879  B.  F.  Taylor,  chief  coiner  dur¬ 
ing  the  occupation  by  the  Confedera¬ 
cy  revealed  that  he  owned  a  CSA 
half  dollar  dated  1861.  The  only 
known  copy,  it  is  now  one  of  the 
prize  coins  of  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Society’s  collection. 

Much  of  the  mint  machinery  was 
removed  by  the  Southerners  and 
sent  to  various  gun  factories.  Plans 
for  a  percussion  cap  factory  at  the 
mint  building  fell  through.  In  April 
of  1862  New  Orleans  was  captured 
by  Union  forces  under  Admiral  Far- 
ragut.  Upon  reaching  the  city,  a 
barge  crew  raised  the  U.  S.  flag  in 
front  of  the  mint  building.  Shortly 
afterwards,  a  gang  of  youths  tore  it 
down  and  ran  through  the  streets 
dragging  it  behind  them  in  the  dirt. 

The  Union  commander,  Ben  But¬ 
ler,  was  determined  to  make  an  ex¬ 
ample.  William  Mumford,  a  young 
boy,  was  accused  of  the  act  and  was 
hanged  on  a  gallows  in  front  of  the 
mint  under  the  flag  staff  with  rows 
of  soldiers  guarding  the  street.  Other 
harsh  actions  during  the  occupation 
earned  the  commander  the  epithet  of 
“Penst  Butler.” 

The  Director’s  report  of  Tune  30. 
1865,  said:  “The  commercial  import¬ 
ance  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  rela¬ 
tions  of  that  city  to  every  portion  of 
our  country,  justified  the  establish¬ 
ment  there  of  a  Branch  Mint;  and 
the  amount  coined  in  that  institution 
from  its  organization  in  1838  to 
January  1861,  confirmed  the  propri¬ 
ety  of  its  location  at  that  place.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  period  of  its  active  operations 
the  total  coinage  was  over  seventy 
millions  of  dollars,  as  follows: 


$40,318,615.00  in  gold,  and  $29,890,- 
037.00  in  silver.  The  deposits  of 
silver  at  this  Branch  have  always 
been  large;  and  it  is  worthy  of  con¬ 
sideration  whether  the  coinage  there 
should  not,  for  the  present  at  least, 
be  confined  to  silver.” 

In  accord  with  this  recommendat¬ 
ion,  Dr.  M.  F.  Banzano,  Melter  and 
Kefiner  at  New  Orleans,  returned  to 
take  possession  of  the  mint  and  its 
property  after  the  war  ended.  There 
had  been  extensive  damage  to  such 
machinery  and  equipment  as  re¬ 
mained.  The  Deputy  Comptroller  of 
the  Currency,  John  J.  Knox,  said  in 
1874  that  the  mint  in  Philadelphia 
had  sufficient  capacity  for  all  coin¬ 
age  purposes  and  that  it  was  probable 
the  New  Orleans  Mint  would  not  be 
reopened. 

However,  the  mint  did  reopen 
October  23,  1876,  as  an  assay  office. 
New  Orleans  wanted  a  coin-produc¬ 
ing  facility,  and  the  city  fathers  had 
an  ace  up  their  sleeves.  The  original 
agreement  conveying  the  land  to  the 
U.  S.  had  stipulated  that  it  was  to  be 
used  for  making  coins.  Since  this  was 
not  being  done,  it  was  proposed  that 
the  state  take  back  the  land.  Congress 
later  agreed  to  resume  coinage  at 
New  Orleans  and  the  land  was  deed¬ 
ed  to  the  U.  S. 

Coinage  resumed  in  1879  under 
Superintendent  Henry  S.  Foote  and 
continued  until  1909  when  it  was 
discontinued  because  it  was  felt  that 
the  more  modem  Denver  and  San 
Francisco  mints  were  adequate  for 
the  need.  From  1909  to  1919.  the 
building  was  again  used  as  an  assay 
office.  It  was  vacated  June  30,  1931, 
and  the  assay  office  activities  were 
transferred  to  the  Custom  House, 
where  they  continued  until  June  30, 
19-12.  when  they  terminated. 

The  old  mint  building  was  used  by 
the  Fedeeral  Bureau  of  Prisons  from

Grading  A  Coin  Collector 


One  hundred  and  two  trading 
stamps,  a  half  dozen  buttons,  eight 
safety  pins  and  some  old  coins-really 
OLD  coins;  look  how  they  are  worn!- 
all  thrown  into  the  “old  sugar  bowl 
that  grandmother  used,”  does  not 
make  a  coin  collector.  A  bag  each  of 
the  Lincoln  cents  from  1959  to  1964, 
small  dates  excepted,  of  course, 
bought  to  the  tune  of  the  Teletype 
Symphony  in  G  flat,  does  not  make 
a  numismatist.  Only  the  years  of  col¬ 
lecting,  patient  research  and  hard 
study  can  do  that. 

One  of  the  first  things  a  collector 
does  is  grade  a  coin  when  it  is  shown 
to  him.  Just  as  surely  a  collector  is 
graded  when  he  enters  into  a  con¬ 
versation  concerning  numismatics. 
Listed  below  are  a  few  points  on 
grading  one’s  fellow  collectors... and 
being  graded  as  well. 

EXTREMELY  FINE  TO  GEM 
PROOF:  A  real  numismatist.  Ilis 
field  may  be  broad,  covering  numis¬ 
matics  in  general,  or  it  may  be 
narrow,  confined  to  the  die  varieties 
of  a  single  year.  However  broad  or 
narrow  his  interest  is,  his  knowledge 
of  that  field  is  superb  and  he  is  al¬ 
ways  ready  and  willing  to  share  that 
knowledge  with  others.  Furthermore, 
he  is  well  versed  in  other  fields  and 
can  converse  intelligently  concerning 
them,  even  though  they  may  not  be 
his  “first  love.”  Since  much  know¬ 
ledge  can  be  gained  only  through 
study,  the  real  numismatist  usually 
has  an  adequate  library  to  answer 
most  of  the  questions  which  normally 
arise.  Since  these  books  are  the  "tools 
of  his  trade,”  ofttimes  they  show  the 
wear  and  tear  of  the  years  but

NEVER  misuse.  He  cares  for  them 
the  same  way  as  he  does  his  coins. 
His  true  love  is  for  his  collection 
rather  than  a  quick  profit  on  a  pur¬ 
chase.  As  one’s  knowledge  is  increas¬ 
ed,  various  issues  tell  him  many 
things.  They  become  tiny  windows 
into  the  past  revealing  man’s  full  ga¬ 
mut  of  passions:  love  and  hate,  kind¬ 
ness  and  cruelty,  plenty  and  want, 
friendship  and  deceit.  The  true  nu¬ 
mismatist,  though  always  scarce,  has 
now  become  rare  as  the  the  profit 
motive  has  prompted  an  influx  of 
scores  of  thousands  into  numismatics. 

GOOD  TO  VERY  FINE:  a  collect¬ 
or.  This  perhaps,  is  the  most  difficult 
of  the  group  to  grade.  In  the  early 
s'.r'es  of  collecting,  his  desire  to  have 
a  wide  variety  and  full  date  sets, 
over-rides  his  ability  to  appreciate 
condition.  This  is  the  commonest  er¬ 
ror  and  as  the  higher  rungs  on  the 
ladder  are  reached,  his  perspective  is 
reversed  and  correction  is  slow  and 
costly,  as  the  uncirculated  and  proof 
coins  are  many  times  the  original 
price  while  the  good  coins  have  only 
advanced  a  fraction  of  that  amount. 
Too  late  does  he  realize  that  quality 
supercedes  quantity.  Another  very 
common  error  is  failing  to  choose  a 
specific  field.  This  results  in  the 
changing  of  goals  some  three  or  four 
times.  The  collector  now  has  a  great 
variety  of  totally  unrelated  material 
which  is,  usually,  not  complete.  Buy¬ 
ing  and  trading  has  filled  all  the 
holes  but  the  keys.  These  are  so  ex¬ 
pensive  that  the  average  collector 
cannot  find  a  way  to  fit  their  pur¬ 
chases  into  his  budget.  Consequently, 
another  set  is  started  with  the  same 
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end  results.  In  the  end,  he  has  many 
incomplete  sets  consisting  of  the 
commoner  types  and/or  dates  and  a 
feeling  of  failure. 

More  than  a  single  "Red  Book”  on 
a  given  subject  is  convenient...  NOT 
essential.  Too  late  this  misconception 
is  corrected:  a  few  dollars  invested 
in  a  good  reference  book  will  repay 
the  original  expense,  many  times 
over.  The  inability  to  grade  correct¬ 
ly  is  about  the  most  expensive  mis¬ 
take  that  a  collector,  veteran,  or  no¬ 
vice,  can  make.  In  many  collections 
we  find  the  passers.  These  are  coins 
which  “are  and  ain’t”  uncirculated, 
depending  on  ownership.  More  times 
than  not  these  coins  are  extremely 
fine  or  about  uncirculated  which 
have  been  bought  by  a  dealer  or  in¬ 
dividual  as  such  and  then  ‘expertly 
cleaned’  -  this  results  in  a  coin 
which  can  be  “slid”  to  the  person, 
who  is  unlearned,  as  an  uncirculated 
coin.  The  grade  of  a  real  collector 
depends  on  his  knowledge,  NOT  his 
purchasing  power,  for,  in  more  cases 
than  not,  these  collections  contain 
the  expensive  “sliders.” 

FAIR  TO  ABOUT  GOOD:  The 
s’-.jculator.  This  person  is  totally  un¬ 
informed  as  to  real  rarity  and  value. 
His  aim  is  to  turn  a  dollar  into  a 
thousand  in  the  shortest  possible 
time.  His  sole  sources  of  information 
are  the  "quote  sheets”  and  teletype 
tmres.  His  is  misinformed  that  any¬ 
thin!’  which  has  a  50-million  mintage 
or  less  is  rare.  He  usually  has  no 
concern  for  the  real  numismatics  of  a 
particular  issue  and  can  impressively 
use  his  5-word  vocabulary  of  rare, 
bags  rolls  and  proof  sets,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  fact  that  rare  is  not  to 
be  associated  with  the  category  of 
BAG.  He  is  usually  the  prime  target 
of  the  “fast  buck  boys”  who  operate 
on  the  principle  of  half  truths.  A  half 
truth  lets  the  victim  make  his  own, 
but  incorrect,  decision,  which,  none¬ 


theless,  fleeces  the  investor  who  is 
still  happy  at  being  robbed. 

BOOR:  A  pseudo-numismatist. 

This  type  of  individual  usually  has 
enough  stock  to  iool  the  uninformed. 
Also,  he  has  enough  information  to 
create  an  air  of  great  knowledge  and 
a  direct  ‘pipeline’  to  all  well-known 
sources.  He  is  a  past  master  as  de¬ 
ception  in  buying  and  selling.  He  has 
the  latest  “dope”  on  rare  bags  which 
will  rise  to  a  ten-to-one  profit  in  30 
days,  lie  just  happens  to  have  ten  of 
these  rare  bags  which  he  will  cut 
five  per  cent  under  the  current  price 
and  then  give  the  prospective  buyer 
a  good  deal.  The  lowest  form  of  this 
parasite  which  infests  numismatics, 
will,  when  demand  decrees  it,  create 
‘rarities.’  A  prime  example  is  the  so- 
called  multiple-struck  cents  “discover¬ 
ed”  in  1965.  Yet  another  will  promote 
coins  which  are  not  legal  tender  IN 
THE  COUNTRY  OF  ISSUE.  Or 
better  yet,  they  promote  coins  which 
have  no  geographical  location  on  the 
globe.  Some  of  these  “coins”  are  the 
Andorran  crown,  the  Malta  proof  sets 
and  Lundy  Island  restrikes.  Last  but 
not  least,  are  the  outright  forgeries. 
It  is  the  firm  conviction  of  the  writ¬ 
er  that  NO  copy,  restrike,  imitation, 
etc.,  should  be  offered  to  the  collect¬ 
ing  public  without  being  clearly 
marked  as  such  on  the  reproduction 
itself.

MINTS  TOO  COSTLY 

U.  S.  Mints  at  New  Orleans,  La., 
Dahlonega.  Ga..  and  Charlotte,  N. 
C.,  were  ordered  to  be  operated  by 
resolution  of  the  Confederate  Con¬ 
gress  of  March  9,  1861.  By  May  14. 
1861.  they  were  permanently  closed 
by  the  Confederate  Treasury  de¬ 
partment  due  to  their  high  cost  ol 
operation.

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MINTS  AND  MINT  MARKS 


Mint  marks  are  a  determining  fac¬ 
tor  in  the  value  of  any  United  States 
coin. 

The  first  United  States  mint  was 
located  in  Philadelphia  and  began 
minting  in  1793.  Since  that  time  our 
government  has  operated  six  other 
mints.  Two  of  these  mints  produced 
only  gold  coins.  One  was  located  in 
Charlotte,  N.  C.  and  the  other  at 
Dahlonega,  Ga.  Neither  of  them  op¬ 
erated  very  long. 

The  other  four  mints  produced 
many  silver  and  gold  coins.  The  New 
Orleans  mint  began  operation  in  1838 
and  produced  millions  of  coins  before 
it  was  closed  in  1909.  The  mark  for 
the  New  Orleans  mint  is  the  letter 
“O”  on  the  reverse.  The  next  mint 
opened  in  San  Francisco  in  1854  dur¬ 
ing  the  California  Gold  Rush  and 
coined  both  gold  and  silver  coins  until 
it  was  closed  in  1955.  The  mint  mark 
for  the  San  Francisco  mint  is  the  lett¬ 
er  “S”  on  the  obverse. 

The  Carson  City  mint  had  the 
shortest  life  —  only  23  years.  It  began 
operations  in  1870  and  closed  in  1893. 
Carson  City  minted  both  gold  and 
silver  coins,  but  most  years  it  had 
the  lowest  coinage  of  all  the  mints. 
All  CC  coins  bring  a  premium  due  to 
its  short  life  and  low  mintage. 

It  is  believed  that  of  the  three  mil¬ 
lion  silver  dollars  now  held  by  the 
U.  S.  Treasury  are  scarce  Carson  City 
dollars.  When  the  Treasury  refused 
to  release  these  dollars  it  announced 
they  were  rare  and  woidd  bring  a 
high  premium. 

The  Denver.  Colo,  mint  began  op¬ 
erations  in  1906  and  is  one  of  the 
mints  now  in  operation.  The  other 
mint  in  operation  is  at  Philidelphia. 
The  mint  mark  for  the  Denver  mint  is 
a  "D”  and  the  Philadelphia  mint  does 
not  use  a  mint  mark. 

The  present  time  is  the  only  period 


in  U.  S.  history  that  only  two  mints 
have  been  in  operation  since  1854. 
Many  believe  the  closing  of  the  San 
Francisco  mint  in  1955  and  the  ad¬ 
vent  of  vending  machines  and  sales 
taxes  plus  the  population  explosion 
was  the  real  reason  for  the  coin  short¬ 
age.

The  TNA  NEWS  is  read  in  Washington.  D.  C.  and  also  written  about!  A 
Spring  news  release  for  Texas  newspapers  from  the  office  of  Representative 
Eligio  Kika  de  la  Garza  of  the  15th  District  of  Texas  commented  on  an 
article  written  by  Col.  Frank  O’Sullivan  of  San  Antonio  on  “The  Colonial  Mint 
of  San  Antonio”  which  appeared  in  the  January,  1986  edition  f  the  News. 

The  Congressman,  who  has  the  same  last  name  as  the  gentleman  O’Sullivan 
wrote  about  said: 

“COINS  OF  THE  PAST— A  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago,  when  Texas  was 
a  Mexican  province,  San  Antonio,  the  capital,  was  a  small  village  of  several 
thousand  inhabitants  located  in  the  heart  of  a  vast  wilderness.  This  far-flung 
area  was  so  far  removed  from  the  governmental,  financial  and  commercial  cen¬ 
ter  of  New  Spain  in  Mexico  Citv  that  the  people  were  constantly  hampered  in 
their  business  activities  by  a  shortage  of  small  change.  So— a  de  la  Garza  to  the 
rescue!!  According  to  an  article  by  Frank  O’Sullivan  of  Tan  Antonio  in  the 
January  issue  of  “The  TNA  News”,  official  publication  of  the  association  of 
Texans  who  collect  rare  coins,  a  prominent  citizen  named  Don  Antonio  de  la 
Garza  came  up  with  a  plan  to  alleviate  the  situation.  "He  appeared  before  the 
governor,  writes  O’Sullivan,  “and  requested  permission  to  establish  a  mint  to 
coin  500  pesos  in  copper  coins  of  1/2  real  (monetary  unit  T  the  day)  va'ue 
each.  Permission  was  granted,  and  soon  there  appeared  coins  with  the  obverse 
bearing  the  date  oi  ISIS,  and  the  initials  JAG  with  the  reverse  depicting  the 
Lone  Star  of  Texas,  the  very  first  recorded  existence  of  the  lone  star  being 
us  d  as  the  symbol  of  Texas.”  Some  of  the  coins  are  on  display  today  at  a  San 
Ant  nio  bank.  None  of  them.  1  am  sorry  to  say,  came  down  to  me  along  with 
the  name  de  la  Garza!!!”

It  is  difficult  to 
choose  where  to 
start  telling  about 
the  75th  anniver¬ 
sary  convention 
because  something 
interesting  w  a  s 
available  for  see¬ 
ing,  or  hearing  ev¬ 
ery  moment  from 
registration  to  Sat¬ 
urday  night  ban¬ 
quet. 

Coverage  of  the  convention  has 
been  very  complete  in  Coin  World, 
beginning  in  the  August  31  edition, 
and  in  other  publications.  All  of 
this  reading  is  sincerely  recommend¬ 
ed  to  those  who  are  truly  interested 
in  the  hobby,  especially  those  who 
could  not  attend  in  Chicago. 

Of  course  neither  there  nor  here 
can  all  the  color  and  excitement  of 
meeting  new  and  longtime  friends, 
attending  meetings,  making  tours,  or 
drooling  over  beautiful  coins,  med¬ 
als,  etc.,  be  completely  presented. 
These  things  need  to  be  an  experi¬ 
ence,  not  a  related  story  or  report. 

Miss  Eva  Adams,  Director  of  the 
Mint,  and  Assistant  Secretary  of 
Treasury  Robert  Wallace  were  pres¬ 
ent  and  brought  welcome  messages. 
The  coin  shortage  is  a  thing  of  the 
past;  date  sequence  will  not  be  in¬ 
terrupted;  proof  sets  will  be  resumed 
as  soon  as  possible;  and  F.S.,  the 
initials  of  its  designer  Felix  Schlag, 
will  appear  on  the  1966  Jefferson 
nickel.  Miss  Adams  presented  the 
first  of  these  to  Mr.  Schlag  and  his 
wife  at  one  of  the  meetings  with  an 
interesting  little  ceremony. 

The  club  representatives’  breakfast 
was  enjoyed  by  193  interested  mem¬ 


bers.  Among  the  ideas  presented  was 
one  which  was  enthusiastically  adopt¬ 
ed  by  unanimous  vote.  This  was  the 
recommendation  to  all  A.N.A.  mem¬ 
ber  clubs  that  in  their  shows  they  al¬ 
low  bourse  tables  to  be  held  only  by 
dealers  having  A.N.A.  membership. 
This  would  mean  that  all  dealers  in 
the  show  have  subscribed  to  the  Code 
of  Ethics  which  is  a  part  of  A.N.A. 
membership. 

A.N.A  vice  president.  Herbert 
Bergen,  pointed  out  that  club  mem¬ 
berships  had  reached  an  all  time 
high  of  1266.  an  increase  of  93, 
eieht  percent  over  the  previous  year. 
This  indicates  a  healthy  condition 
for  our  hobby  rather  than  a  lack  of 
interest.

It  was  suggested  to  club  represen¬ 
tatives  that  tire  A.N.A.  Club  Bulletin 
and  The  Numismatist,  which  are 
mailed  to  them,  be  taken  to  every 
club  meeting  for  all  members  to 
read.

Speaking  of  N.W.C.— a  communi¬ 
cation  from  Rick  and  Virginia  Bron¬ 
son.  Box  241,  Grandview,  Mo.  64030, 
states  that  the  starting  date  for  com¬ 
petition  is  January  1,  1967.  This 
means  that  all  activities  after  that 
date  may  be  used  to  add  points  to 
your  entry,  so  make  vour  plans  and 
let’s  keep  these  First  Place  Awards 
in  Texas!

1934  to  1942.  It  has  been  empty  for 
some  time,  since  last  being  occupied 
by  the  Coast  Guard.

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HOUSTON  MAN  HAS  EXCLUSIVE 
DISTRIBUTION  OF  UAR  COINS 


I lOUSTON— Three  representatives 
of  the  United  Republic  mint  were  in 
the  United  States  during  August  to 
study  methods  of  proof  coin  pro¬ 
duction  prior  to  the  Cairo  mint  be¬ 
ginning  the  strike  of  Egypt's  first 
proof  coin  sets  in  history. 

Cable  confirmation  of  the  visit, 
to  begin  August  23  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  by  Glenn  Waymire  of  Hous¬ 
ton,  president  of  Waymire  Interna¬ 
tional  Coins,  Inc.  Waymire’s  firm 
has  an  exclusive,  world-wide  cen- 
tract  with  Egypt  for  distribution  of 
its  proof  sets,  to  be  composed  of 
current  coinage  and  issued  annually 
beginning  with  the  1966  date. 

In  addition  to  the  1966  proof  set, 
which  consists  of  seven  coins,  the 
government  will  strike  a  High  Dam 
Commemorative  set  containing  four 
silver  coins.  Silver  content  will  be 
.072  fine. 

Waymire  and  government  offi¬ 
cials  have  stressed  that  mint  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  1966  proof  sets  will  be 
strictly  limited  to  200,000;  and,  the 
High  Dam  Commemorative  to  50,- 
000. 

“This  new  program  is  specially  de¬ 
signed  for  numismatists  throughout 
the  world,”  Waymire  said.  “No  mat¬ 
ter  what  the  demand,  collectors  have 
firm,  official  government  guarantee 
that  no  additional  sets  will  be  mint¬ 
ed.” 

The  Under  Secretary  of  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  the  UAR.  Adly  Kamal  has 
stated  the  mint  will  make  an  an¬ 
nouncement  each  year  of  proof  sets 
to  be  produced,  so  collectors  will 
know  in  advance  the  exact  produc¬ 
tion  figures. 

The  1966  Current  Proof  Set  will 
consist  of  seven  coins.  The  20,  10  and 
5  piastre  pieces  in  this  set  are  of  sil¬ 
ver  alloy  containing  72%  silver,  fine. 


The  other  four  coins  are  of  bronze. 
All  seven  will  be  packed  in  a  special¬ 
ly  designed  red  velvet  deluxe  case. 

The  commemorative  High  Dam 
Proof  Set  dated  1964  contains  four 
silver  coins:  a  50  piastres  piece 
(crown  size),  25  piastres,  10  and  5 
piastres.  These  coins,  also  of  silver 
alloy,  contain  72%  silver,  fine,  and 
tire  packed  in  a  specially  designed 
deluxe  red  velvet  case. 

Kamal  stressed  the  Cairo  mint 
would  not  accept  orders  for  the  sets. 
“They  are  obtainable  only  through 
Waymire  International,  12530  Mem¬ 
orial  Drive,  Houston,  Texas,  with 
whom  the  government  has  signed  an 
exclusive,  world-wide  distribution 
contract”,  he  said. 

In  that  connection,  Waymire  said 
every  attempt  has  been  made  to  pro¬ 
vide  numismatists  and  investors  max¬ 
imum  protection  in  the  purchase  of 
the  sets. 

“First  we,  have  an  absolutely  firm 
production  figure.  The  minting  of 
these  sets  will  be  on  new  equipment, 
under  proof  conditions,  as  evidenced 
by  the  special  visit  of  mint  represen¬ 
tatives  to  the  IIS  A. 

Orders  are  being  accepted  in  a 
first  come,  first  served  basis  and  each 
person  ordering  will  receive  a  writ¬ 
ten  guaranteed  priority  for  an  equal 
number  of  future  year  proof  sets. 

“Bv  surrounding  the  insurance  of 
these  new  Egyptian  proof  sets  with 
practical  safeguards  for  collectors,  we 
hope  to  establish  a  new  standard  for 
the  distribution  of  history-making 
foreign  proof  sets.”  Waymire  stated.

PEACE  DOLLAR 

The  Peace  silver  dollar  was  the 
first  coin  to  bear  the  word  PEACE. 
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It  became  most  fashionable  to 
wear  large  bright  or  painted  jewelry 
during  the  mid-Victorian  era,  and 
with  the  striking  of  the  new  jubilee 
coinage  in  18S7  more  interest  was 
created  in  wearing  painted  or  enam¬ 
elled  coins. 

The  method  of  making  these 
was  to  cut  a  design  into  the  coin  and 
fill  each  colour  in  quite  separate.  The 
secret  is  in  the  making  of  the  enamel 
and  painting  it  into  the  correct  de¬ 
sign,  and  to  a  smaller  extent  the 
baking  that  had  to  be  correctly  done 
as  soon  as  possible. 

The  first  enamelled  coins  were 
made  by  VVm.  Henry  Probert,  109 
Lionel  St.,  Birmingham,  who  was  a 
Jeweler's  painter  from  1880-1892. 
His  experiments  with  coin  jewelry 
started  in  1884,  but  the  real  master 
of  the  art  was  Edwin  Steele,  who 
worked  under  his  father,  Edward 
Steele,  of  7  Regent  Parade,  Birming¬ 
ham,  who  would  have  no  part  in 
turning  coins  into  jewelry,  but  when 
his  father  died  in  1886  he  formed  a 
small  company  -  Edwin  Steele  and 
Son  -  at  the  same  address. 

He  was  a  great  master  of  that 
time  for  all  types  of  enamelled  coins. 
Ills  f  avourite  piece  which  has  never 
been  surpassed  was  the  George  and 
Dragon  design  on  the  reverse  of  the 
crowns  of  George  III  and  IV.  His 
workmanship  was  noted  for  the  many 
bright  colours  he  could  get  into  each 
design,  however  small  the  coin.  Coins 
with  less  than  three  colours  cannot 
be  attributed  to  him,  and  was  more 
likely  to  be  the  work  of  W  in.

Probert  who  also  supplied  enamelled 
coins  to  the  trade  up  to  1904,  or  coins 
of  a  later  date  by  a  few  small  firms 
in  France,  who  enamelled  coins  up  to 
1920.  I  have  not  found  any  enamell¬ 
ed  coins  by  them  to  approach  the 
beauty,  both  in  dep-th  and  design,  of 
Edwin  Steele,  who  also  enamelled  old 
English  as  well  as  overseas  countries 
including  many  U.S.  A.  coins. 

Most  unfortunately  he  died  in  1891 
and  his  art  went  with  him,  as  his  son. 
II.  Steele,  who  moved  to  22  Vyse  St., 
Birmingham,  could  not  turn  out  the 
same  work  as  his  father,  and  with  his 
death  nine  years  later  in  1900,  the 
real  art  and  workmanship  of  making 
these  lovely  coins  were  lost  forever. 

No  record  was  ever  kept  as  to  the 
number  of  coins  that  were  enamelled 
by  him  or  his  son:  I  can  only  sav  now 
that  thev  are  extremely  rare  in  perfect 
condition.  There  are  still  a  few  about 
of  inferior  workmanship,  although 
some  of  these  are  quite  good  now  and 
fetch  high  prices. 

1  would  term  the  rarities  as  follows: 
-  (1)  Sets  of  enamelled  coins  such 
as  large  coin  for  brooch  with  two 
small  coins  as  matching  earrings.  (2) 
Coins  enamelled  both  sides  for  a 
su  ivel  brooch.  Enamelled  gold  coins 
are  very  rare,  as  very  few  people 
would  deface  a  gold  coin  along  that 
time. 

I  think  the  finest  French  enamell¬ 
ing  was  done  by  Louis-EIic  Millenct. 
This  can  be  seen  on  the  early  French 
.5  franc  piece,  and  of  course,  most  of 
the  Siamese  Peacock  Rupees.  A  large

be  enamelled  by  the  French  troops 
serving  in  French  Indo-China  (now 
Vietnam)  to  make  brooches  for  their 
loved  ones  at  home. 

I  have  a  beautiful  silver  belt  that 
was  presented  to  the  wife  of  a  retiring 
British  Consul  in  Siam,  made  up  of 
twelve  Peacock  Rupees,  six  of  them 
brightly  enamelled  in  the  manner  of 
Limoge  and  joined  by  Repousse  buc¬ 
kle. 

I  do  hope  you  will  find  this  short 
history  of  some  interest,  as  this  re¬ 
search  was  carried  out  after  a  promise 
I  made  at  Houston,  Texas,  A.N.A.

Ray  Byrne  of  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  Is  ANA  Life  Member  297 
and  a  member  of  the  ANA  Board  of  Governors.  He  is  a  Life  Mem¬ 
ber  and  co-chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Penn-Ohio 
Coin  Clubs;  he  was  convention  chairman  in  1958,  1961  and  1964. 
He  was  president  of  WPNS  in  1965  and  is  a  past  president  of  PNS. 
He  is  a  fellow  of  RNS  and  ANS.  He  is  a  member  of  MANA,  CSNA, 
CNA,  CSNS,  TAMS,  California  Exonomists,  Lake  Erie  Exonomists, 
FUN,  UNE,  AP1C,  AVA,  NEVA,  Washington  Numismatic  Society, 
International  Numismatic  Society  and  organizations  in  Australia, 
Bermuda,  Mexico,  South  Africa  and  Spain.  He  is  the  author  of 
many  numismatic  articles  and  monographs,  and  was  awarded  a 
Bronze  Medal  Heath  Literary  Award  in  1964. 


Jerome  H.  Remick  of  Quebec,  Canada,  is  a  well  known  authority  on 
coins  of  various  countries  of  the  world.  He  started  specializing  in 
British  Commonwealth  coinage  in  1958  and  has  expanded  to  Liberia, 
Iceland  and  Central  America.  He  started  collecting  paper  currency 
of  the  world  in  1964.
